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Qld Claims Against County 


Holders of old claims against |--———— 


the Fine and Forfieture Fund 
of Coffee County (some of 
which date back 20 years) are 
going to get their money from 
the county’s general fund un- 
der a local bill to be introduced 
by Coffee Representative H. B. 
Larkins at the request of the 
Coffee county ..Sommissioners 
Court. 

Rep. Larkins, of Elba, said in 
Montgomery this week he had 
received a copy of a resolution 
asking that he introduce such a 
bill and that he would comply 
with the request just as soon 
as he can have the legislation 
prepared for introduction. The 
resolution was signed by Pro- 
bate Judge J. O- English, chair- 
man of the court, and Commis- 
ioners J. C. Helms, Fountain Lee 
and F. F. Clark. 

The resolution set out that 
registered claims against the 
Fine and Forfeiture Fund are 
outstanding in the amount of 
$11,004.74 and some of them 
have been “registered for a per- 
jod of over 20 years.” The 
amount of money coming into 
the fund is in such small am- 
ount, the resolution continued, 
“that it would take many years 
from this date to accumulate 
enough funds with which to 
make payment of said register- 
ed claims.” 

The resolution added that un- 
der a local act under which the 
county is now operating all cur- 
rent amounts that would nor- 
mally have come against the 
old Fine and Forfeiture Fund 
are paid out of the general fund 
and this requires books be kept 
on the fund and in addition 
many of the registered owners 
of the claims are dead and can- 
not be located. 

The commissioners declared 
the county now has sufficient 
income into the general fund 
and the county’s financial sta- 
tus will not be impared if en- 
houg money is transferred from 
the general fund into the Fine 
and Forfeiture Fund to pay 
these old claims. They asked 
that legislation be passed au- 
thorizing the transfer from the 
general fund to the Fine and 
Forfeiture Fund of $1,500 a year 
until the old registered claims 
are paid. 

The $1,500 annually would be 
transferred at the rate of $750 
each Oct. 1 and April 1, starting 
this year, until the claims are 
paid. 

The resolution asked that the 
law provide for the registered 
claims to be “re-registered” giv- 
ing the owners of said claims a 
specified length of time—which 
is reasenable—in which to re- 
register their claims and that 
all claims not  re-registered 
within the time given be barred 
from payment; that any claims 
that are re-registered be pay- 
able in accordance with the 
OLD registration number so 
that no claimant may gain an 
advantage over a claim regis- 
tered prior to his claim by the 
re-registration.” 

The Commissioners also ask- 
ed that the law further provide 
that after claims are paid the 
fund be abolished and cease to 
exist. 

Rep. Larkins said he planned 
to include in the bill provisions 
that all witnesses summoned to 
court in Coffee County be paid 
promptly, with the money to 
come out of the general fund. 
“That way a witness in a case 


would get his money as soon 4S 

he leaves the courthouse instead 

of having to wait,” he declared.

The bills are as follows: 

1, To furnish anti-hog cholera 
serum and virus, free of charge 
to the farmers. 

2. Provide a plan and means 
whereby the Headland Experi- 
ment Station would launch a 
program of research and ex- 
perimentation to improve pro- 
duction of peanuts in every 
phase from breeding of seed to 
harvesting. Coffee County is 3rd 
in the United States in peanut 
production, therefore, this is of 
special value to our farmers. 

3. Provide for,an appropria- 
tion of $4,000,000.00 per year for 
the next two years for aid in 
construction of hospitals 
throughout Alabama. This is to 
tie in the Hill-Burton Bill that 
is now before Congress. 

Rep. Larkins states that he 
has talked with Governor Fol- 
som, Mr. Haygood Patterson, 
and Dr. Duncan, of Auburn, and

POISONING COTTON 


To control the boll weevils 
that are now feeding on tender 
buds and _ shoots, as_ well 
as young squares, use eith- 
a freshly mixed home-made cal- 
cium arsenate syrup mixture of 
one pound calcium arsenate, 
one gallon molasses and one 
gallon of water, or buy calcium 
arsenate. If spray is used it 
should be applied with a mop. 
Dry calcium arsenate use five to 
eight pounds per acre, can be 
applied with hand, horse-drawn 
or tractor duster. If it rains 
within 24 hours, apply another 
aplication. Repeat every 4 to 5 
days until weevils are controlled 
or crop is set. It may be neces- 
sary to dust after the crop is 
set to protect young bolls. The 
number of applications needed 
will greatly depend on the wea- 
ther conditions. Dust at any 
time of day or night when the 
air is quiet.

The benefits afforded to the 
veterans of Alabama by the De- 
partment of Veteran’s Affairs 
are the only aid provided by the 
State involving a cash outlay. 
According to the statement of 
the Department of Finance, the 
total sum expended by the state 
for all purposes for 1946 was 
about $126,000,000. The Depart- 


amounted to less than 
third of one per cent of 
expenditure, This would amount 
to less than $1.00 annually for 
each of Alabama’s more than 
850,000 veterans, The Depart- 
ment this year will require ab- 
out $500,000 for existing ser- 
vices and merited inereases in 
salaries of County Service Com- 
missioners and Clerical Person- 
nel, in keeping with the higher 
cost of living and for badly 
needed additional personnel 
and services, It must be borne, 
in mind that there is no school 
at which training in veterans’ 
claims work can be had, while 
the work must necessarily be} 
handled by specialists. The, 
claims personnel of the Depart- 
ment have become specialists by 
training and experience within 
the Department and must be) 
paid reasonable salaries for 
their services. The requested ap-~ 
propriation would be an_ in- 
crease of only one-fifteenth of 
one per cent of total expendi- 
tures based on last year’s figu- 
res. 

Even though the Department 
of Veteran’s Affairs has already 
performed a magnificent ser- 
viee to a large portion of the 
population of Alaba 1a, which 
no other agency could perform, 
the job is far from complete. 
The great majority of Alabama 
veterans and their dependants 
will require the aid of this De- 
partment for some succeeding 
years. 

The United States Congress 
has enacted laws for the bene- 
fit of veterans but the obtain- 
ing of such benefits is not auto- 
matic in any sense of the word. 
Claims must be prosecuted by 
an advocate of the veteran, and 
that advocate must be a trained 
specialist. 

The Department maintains 
offices in all of the 67 counties 
of Alabama, with the office of 
each County Service Commiss- 
ioner usually located in the 
county court house, and easily 
accessible to all veterans and 
their dependants. Many lives 
have been saved by the imme- 
diate accessibility of County 
Service Commissioners, who 
possess the “know-how” in pro- 
curing hospitalization in cases 
of emergency. 

It does not “just happen” 
that veterans in Alabama are 
taking more and better advan- 
tage of their educational op- 
portunities in Alabama than 
any other State in the South- 
east; neither does it “just hap- 
pen” that veterans in Alabama 
receive a higher percentage of 
approved claims for pension 
and compensation than in any 
other state in this section of the 
country. The records of the De- 
partment of Veteran’s Affairs 
abundantly prove its worth by 
these accomplishments.

LESSON TEXT —Jeremiah 36:2, 3, 
28-31; IT Kings 24:1-4 

MEMORY SELECTION-—The fear of 
the Lord prolongeth days; but the years

The decline of a nation from 
strength and glory to weakness and

One 
of the nation’s leaders was moved 
by it, and through his urging, the 
scroll was brought to the attention 
of the king.

One cannot help but think of those 
in our day who call themselves 
modern thinkers, or liberals, 
have also used their penknifes on 
God's Word.

WW. Judah Would Not Recognize 
God’s Providences (II Kings 24:1-4), 

Jehoiakim had become the vassal 
of Babylon, but after three years 
he decided to try to throw off the 
yoke of his oppressor, Nebuchad- 
nezzar. He was not able at the time 
to deal with the situation, and so he 
incited marauding bands from vari- 
ous other nations to harass Judah. 

We see, however, that this came 
about at the commandment of God 
(vv, 2, 3). Evidently he was now 
using the distressing experiences of 
life to turn Judah back to him; but 
once again it proved to be in vain. 

God does deal with men through 
what we call his providences, and 
these may include not only his mer- 
cies, but his chastisement. ‘Trouble 
and sorrow may be God's means of 
leading us to the place of repent- 
ance and blessing. 

What folly it is to disregard the 
hand of God in our daily lives, or 
to become embittered at the cir- 
cumstances which are intended to 
bring us to God's place of blessing.

MORE FEED 

Plant grain sorghum for graz- 
ing grain for mules, hogs, cal- 
ves, chickens, in fact, grain sor- 
ghum is good feed for all live- 
stock. 3 

Get your seed now and plant 
not later than July Ist on a well 
prepared seed bed for best re~ 
sults. 

Treat seed with a fungicide; 
such as, spergon or ceresan, to 
control smut and increase ger- 
mination, Use as recommended 
on container for grain sorghum. 
Space rows 3 to 4 feet apart 
with 1 to 3 plants per hill and 
8 to 16 inches in the drill, Wide 
rows are used when heads are 
to be cut by hand. Narrower 
spacing is desirable when the 
grain is to be cut by hand or 
grazed. The seeding rate will 
vary from 5 to 8 pounds per 
acre depending upon the spac- 
ing and variety. 

Fertilize with 200 to 400 
pounds per acre of 4-10-7 or 
other high grade fertilizer be- 
fore or at the time of planting, 
and side-dress with 200 pounds 
of nitrate of soda or its equi- 
valent. Grain sorghums, follow- 
ing a good growth of blue lupine 
that has been harvested for 
seed with the straw left on the 
ground, fertilize with 300-400 
pounds of 0-14-10 per acre at or 
before planting. 


WHAT! NO GRAZING 

Many farmers are buying 
high priced feed at present, be- 
cause they fail to plant or plan 
a grazing program for their 
hogs and cows. 

Now is the time to prepare 
for fall planting of clovers, al- 
falfa, and small grains for win- 
ter, spring, and summer graz- 
ing. 


GARDEN INSECTS 
While visiting the past week,

J. R. Speed, county agent, re- 
commends weekly dusting of 
cryolite (full strength) or derris 
containing not less than 7. per 
cent rotenone. Tomatoes are 


|fruiting and may be attacked 


by blight, nail head rust, and 
fruit worms. Weekly dusting 
with 50 per cent eryolite and 5 
per cent copper is recommended 

This same dust can be used 
on cucumbers, squash, and can- 
taloupes. Start dusting when 
plants start blooming and dust 
every week.

Senator Hill Predicts | 
Passage of Armed 
Forces Merger Bill 


Senator Lister Hill forecasts 
Senate passage of the bill which 
unifies the nation’s armed for- 
ces into one team under a Se- 
cretary of National Security and 
establishes a separate Air Force 
ot equal status with the Army 
and the Navy. Alabama’s sen- 
ior senator is a member of the 
Senate Armed Services Commi- 
ttee which has just reported the 
bill favorabiy after years of ef- 
fort on Senator Hill’s part to 
secure unification, 

The bill also provides a plan 
for immediate mobilization of 
the country’s armed forces, in- 
dustrial facilities, and resources 
when the national security is In 
danger, ° 

“In this day of total war,” 
Senator Hill said, “we must 
make certain our nation is se- 
cure by planning for coordina- 
tion and integrated use of all 
our strength—military and ci- 
Vilian, human and natural re- 
sources, Which includes man- 
power, scientific research, and 
all the facilities for industrial 
and agricultural production. 
This bill provides such an all- 
out program, 

“Until the United Nations can 
become effective, we must keep 
America strong if we are to pre- 
serve the peace of the world.” 

Approval of the bill marks a 
successful campaign by Senator 
Hill to unify the armed forces 
in the interest of efficiency and 
economy. s 

While the nation was still at 
war, Hill first introduced a bill 
providing for a single Depart- 
ment of Armed Forces with an 
independent Air Force, effective 
at the end of the war. The bill 
now before the Senate provides 
for substantially the same 
structure of coordinated and 
comprehensive national security 
which Hill proposed in his ear- 
lier legislation.
